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Buckingham, Quebec, April 26.—[Special.} 
Rocks and mud, looseneé by recent rains, 
early today rushed down the mountainside 
and swept half of the little French: hamiet 
of Notre Dame de Salette into the Lievroe 
river.” Thirty of the inhabitants are know 
to be dead and it is feared others may be 
buried under the tons of earth which swept 
away their homes.

Slide Blocks River Channel. 

The town was built on both sides of the 
river, that on the shore from which the 
came being the higher. 

Weakened by freshets, a piece of ground 
half a mile long and extending back a hun- 
dred s ‘from the river, on which there 
were Beveral dwellings, suddenly gave way 
and crashed across the river, completely 
blocking the channel and overwhelming a 
row of eighteen houses on the opposite bank.

Rescuers Hurry to Scene. 

The first rescuing party which arrived at 
the ruined town came from Poupere, a little 
village further up the river. 

The scene which met their sight was 4 du- 
plicate of that which followed a similar 
catastrophe in their own town five years 
ago, and the sufferings they sought to re- 
lieve were those which they. had felt. 

At that time the avalaheba, coming down 
from the hills nearly a mi away, swept 
practically the entire town into the river; 

News of the disaster at De Salette has 
caused panics throughout the Lievre river 
district, and many small towns are being de- 
serted in fear of another euch happening. All 
of these little towns are built, as was the 
one ruined today, on a narrow ledge between 
the mountains and the river. 

The land is of clay and each spring the in- 
habitants live tn fear of landslides. 

Several of these towns already have been 
deserted and the people are seeking safety 
on the higher ground back from the river.

New York, April 26.—[Special. }—Medicine 
scored another great victory today when, 
for the first time in eighty years and the 
second time in history of science an operation 
for the extraction of venom from the lance- 
head viper, said to be the most poleonous of 
reptiles, was performed in en neon a 
ical park, 

The operation, which was directed 1 B. 
W. Runyon of thie city, through whose 


to New York, was a complete success and 
as a result science once more hds a plentiful 
supply of the serum which has been found 
almost invaluable in the treatment of ex- 
treme cases of Insanity and also of many of 
the malignant diseases. 

The extremely powerful nature of the lance- 
head’s venom can be no better described, 
probably, than by the declaration of one of 
the scientists who witnessed the operation 
today. 

Third of Spoonful Lasts Fifty Years. 

When perilous task had been completed 
and the ous fluid obtained had deen care- 
fully weighed and fotind to be less than a 
third of an ordinary teaspoonful in quantity, 
he announced that the supply was ample to 
meet the demands of the world for at least 
half a century. 

He explained at the same time that this 
would provide for the most widespread use 
ot the serum in all the malignant diseases, 
such as typhoid and-scariet fever and diph- 
theria. 

So powerful is the action that it is pre- 
scribed only in the most minute quantities. 
the largest portion commonly used contain- 
ing only one ten-trillionth of a grain. From 
that point the trituration continyes down to 
a point ere flgures would be useless in at- 
tempting to describe it. 

Long Efforts Are Ended. 

The operation today was the culmination 
of years of painstaking trouble, in the course 
of Which many obstacles which appeared al- 
most insurmountable were finally overcome. 
So great is the dread of the reptile among 
the natives around thé headwaters of the 
Amazon, where it is to be found, and among 
sailors who know of its dangerdus character 
that it was only with the utmost difficulty 
that a specimen was captured and brought 
to New York. It was the first of the species 
ever brought to America. 

Those who participated in the operation 
today were Dr. Raymond L. Ditmars, curator 
of reptiles at the park; Dr. St. Clair Smith, 
one of the leading homeopaths¢of the coun- 
try; Head Keeper Charles F. Snyder of the 
reptile house; and Dr. Runyon.

BOMB HITS $750,000 BRIDGE; 

BUILDERS NONUNION MEN. 

Bay State Structure Damaged $15,000— 

Contractors Have Suffered from Three 
Previous Blowups on Other Work. 


Fall River, Mass., April 28. The new Bris- 
tol county steel bridge, which is to connect 
this city and Somerset, across the Taunton 
river, was damaged by dynamite early today. 


at a cost of $750,000 and was to heve been 
completed in two months. It is estimated the 
loss to the contractors will reach $15,000. 

The police investigation showed that fifty 
pounds of dynamite was placed op the gran- 
ite pier nearest the Fall River shore and was 
gred by the use of a long fuse. 

The explosion displeeed the heavy steel 
girders and destroyed the framework of the 
bridge for fifty feet on either side of the pier. 

The top of the pier was cracked and split, 
and it may be found necessary to réplace the 
entire pier, which will greatly increase the 
loss. a 

The north section of the city was shaken 
by the xplosion. windows in nearly 
every house were eBattered. Many people, 
awakened by the shock, rushed panic strick- 
en to the street clad only in night garments. 

The contractors began work on the bridge 
a year or more ago. They employ nonunion 
workmen. They have suffered losses from | 
three previous attempts to wreck bridges 
constructed by them An Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia, and the Bronx, N. ¥.

The dry vote throughout the state, as 
shown by returns from all but four 
towns, had a majority at the recent elections 
of 18,086. A year ago, according to the Mas- 
sachusetts Total Abstinence society, there 
was a wet majority of 6,722, making the 
year’s net gain for no license 24.407. Two 
cities and thirteen towns changed to license,

Mr. Ward's subject, “ The Contribution of 
the Chicago Association to the ‘Brother- 
hood,” drew forth praises for Chicago. 

“One contribution of Chicago has been 
the wise, strong men who Have taken up 
secretaryships in the association,” he de- 
clared. “Another thing which has distin- 
guished the Chicago association is the men, 
particularly the business men, who have 
entered earnestly into the work of the Y. 
M. C. A. and are responsible for much of its 
success. Chicago has been the leader in 
association buildings and property acquire- 
ment. The first. building of any-kind in the 
Young Men’s Christian association was the 
old Farwell building in Chicago. It was the 
beginning of the present magnificent edifices. 
Through the efforts of Chicago men a beauti- 
ful T. M. C. A. building has been erected in 
Boise, Idaho and the movement has spread 
from the start thus given. 


Benefit to Traveling Public. 


Some time ago, When I asked President 
Stevens of the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad 
for a contribution to a T. M. CA. building, 
he first took from his desk records of ac- 
cidents from 1900 to 1906, which showed that 
in six years not a single-passenger’s life 
was lost through accidents. He declared 
that the railroad branches of the T. M. C. A. 
established at every division point, were re- 
garded as largely responsible for this record 
and that the work the branches were doing 
was of the greatest benefit to the men and 
the company. ; 

In 1881 the associations held buildings and 
property to the value of $2,500,000 through 
cut the country. Ten years later the amount 
had increased to $10,000,000, and at the close 
pf 1907 we held property valued at $40,000,000

At West Side Department. 


Bishop William Fraser McDowell of the 
Methodist church, Arthur D. Wheeler, pres- 
ident of the Chicago Telephone company, 
and George T. Coxhead, general secretary 
of the Young Men’s Christian association of 
St. Louls, werd the afterndon speakers at 
the west side department’s meeting. 

Mr. Wheeler sketched the history of the 
T. M. C. A. movement throughout the world 
and in Chicago in particular. Bishop Mo- 
Dowell urged the necessity of clinging close 
to the original conception ofithe T. M. C. A. 
as an evangelical organization, and empha- 
sized the advantages of working to spread 
Christianity by appealing to men in their 
younger and more formative years. Mr. Cox- 
head enumerated the contributions of the 
Chicago association to the whole brother- 
hood, and declared that not only Chicago or 
Illinois but the whole world was indebted 
to it. 

Bishop McDowell explained that the asso- 
ciation started merely as a modest attempt 
at missionary work by a few earnest young 
men among their fellows. 

One young man who knew Jesus Christ,” 
he said, “tried to make other young men 
acquainted with Jesus Christ. This is the 
basic idea of the T. M. C. A. and we have 
simply enlarged upon the means of carrying

2 Ons of the most important contributions 
of the Chicago T. M. C. A. to the brotherhood,” 
he said, “is the building idea.

“ Since the war between Russia and Japan 
the industrial, pelitical, commercial, and 
religious life of this great country, with its 
450,000,000 of people, has been shaken to its 
foundation. 

“When in September, 1905, the empress 
dowager with one stroke abolished the old 
examination system and substituted for it 
the most modern system of education she 
could discover—the American system-+it was 
the most significant event in all history since 
the coming of Christ.“ 

Before the Boxer rebellion Mr. Brockman 
said he jad given up all hope that China 
would be evangelized in one generation. The 
missiofaries were like children standing be- 
fore a great mountain trying to drill holes 
in it with pins. 

Now the mountain has been broken. into 
a million pieces, he said. It is no longer 
necessary to attempt to drill holes, but to 
pick up the pieces shattered by the sar 
quake of God's power.“ 

Mr. Brockman has been in China for 55 


years. He had to flee 800 miles through a 


hostile country during the Boxer troubles 
with his wife and children. 


Walter C. Douglass Talks. 


Walter C. Dougiags, secretary of the T. M. 
C. A. in Philadelphia, made an address be- 
fore the congregation of the Sixth Presby- 
terlan church in the evening. Charles R.

“The celebration here, the concerted ac- 
tion of many prominent men, shows to the 
world Chicago’s better self—the real Chi- 
cago,’ he said. The object of the semi-cen- 
tennial is to raise $1,000,000, one-third of 
which already has been secured. It was 
started with Chicago audacity and there has 
been a wonderful showing made. 

To show the scope and influence of the 
T. M. C. A. work I will give a few pertinent 
statistics. Fifty-eight per cent of all the 
public effices in the United States are held 
by college graduates. In Pennsylvania there 
are 38,000 college students enrolled as our 
members. Think what it means to start 
these young men, our future public officials 
and business and professional men, in the 
right paths of life. 

“We have as members of the association 
90,000 railway employés. In mahy cities 


- railroad corporations, knowing the good done 
by this religious work, have given ground 


and built large structures which they have 
dedicated to God's work. Even in Panama, 
where the government is destroying God's 
geography, F. M. C. A. associations have 
been established ahd are doing great work. 


“The first T. M. C. A. was organized in | 


Boston in 1851. From this club the work 
has spread throughout the country and the 
association will continue to een in strength 
int the years to come.” 


Telis of Unity in Training. 


The negessity of combining both moral and 
mental training in all education from kin- 
dergarten to anjversity was emphasized by 
the Rev. Frank W. Gunsaulus in a sermon 
to the congregation of the Central church 
in the Auditorium. 

In its religious work in our colleges and 
universities,” he said, the Young Men's 
Christian ~ association has taught the 
churches a great lesson. We/ave been con- 
tent that the school and the church should 
be entirely apart. One, we said, concerned 
the mind and the other the soul. Whoever 
found the difference between mind and spirit? 
When the mind acts the spirit acts, and 
when the spirit acts the mind acts. 

“The T. M. C. A. has given to the world 
a Christian physique. It has preached the 
gospel of good health, of strong, virile man- 
hood. No man has the right to play upon 
a poor instrument, no matter how beautiful 
his ideas or how fine his technique. Get 
your body where it responds to each instinct 
of the soul. This is the day when a man 
shall be saved, soul, mind, and body.“ 

Dr. Gunsaulus gave the T. M. C. A. great 
eredit for ite work in successfully combat- 
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“In the student work similar progress is 
being made, and 714 student associations 
have been formed, with nearly 54,000 gfu- 
dents on the rolls of memberfhip—the largest 
fraternity of undergraduate students in the 
world. 

“Last year there were enrolled for bible 
study in the college T. M. C. A. 87,448 men 
in 741 institutions of learning.

THE NEED OF CONSULAR TRAINING. 

The proposal for a national consular 
training school which associated commer- 
cial organizations will urge upon 8. 
president and congress is timely and well 
considered. Our need of trained nee 
agents is well known to every one con- 
cerned in or observant. of the conditions 
of foreign trade. Business men recog- 
nize that we cannot do without these com- 
‘mercial outposts. Even the general pub- 
Ie. whose’ horizon has been, widening of 
late years, is beginning to appreciate the 
important role our foreign commerce is to 
play in the future of th® nation, and con- 
‘sequently may be relied upon to support 
practical measures for securing our ad- 
vanes in the markets of the world. 

A consular academy would supply the 
government with a trained consular. force 
such..as our chief rivals, England and 
Germany, enjoy to their great advantage. 
The service calle for special education, 
just as the military and naval service 
does. In the United States there are few 
opportunities for a young man to equip 
himself for this work, a deplorable con- 
trast to the means offered in Germany 
through its. commercial institutes.

Sir Henry Fowler, who has just been cre- 
ated a viscount and promoted from the house 
of commons to the house of lords, retaining, 
however, his seat in the cabinet as chancellor 
of the duchy of Lancaster, is best known in 
this country as the father of the popular 
English novelist, Ellen Thorneycroft Fow'er, 
author of Isabel Carnaby ” and of Place 
and Power,“ and of other widely read works. 

Sir Henry, who is now in his TSth year, 18. 
however, a statesman of considerable fprce- 
fulness of character and of reputation in the 

Political world of Great Britain; so much 80 
that at one time he was looked upon as the 
natural successor of Gladstone. An Englisn- 
man of the sturdy, stalwart type, he united 
the oratorical style of his warm friend and 
colleague, John Bright. with the impressive 
and imperious debating power of the Grand 
Old Man. 

Son of a Wesleyan minister, born at Sunder- 
land, he adopted the profession of law rot 
as a member of the bar but asa solicitor. and 
was the first member of that branch of the 


minister; just in the same way as he was 
the first Methodist to ever receive a sea: in 
the privy il. The acknowledged chzm- 
pion of the noncomformist element. he car- 
ried the-parish council law, a most revolu- 
tionary. piece of legislation, through par'la- 
ment in the teeth of the opposition of the 
established church and of the entire bench of 
bishops and archbishops; and, while secre- 
tary of state for India, a marvelous speech 
which he delivered on the subject of cotton 
duties saved the cabinet from what s¢emed 
to de certain defeat. winning for it not its 
ordinary majority of 40 but one of 195,

A man who can thus sway a legislature by 
means of eloquent oratory and convincing 
argument a statesman of no mean order, 
and it is only due to his advanced age and 
to the condition of his health that he has, at 
any rate as far as the people in Ame lea are 
concerned, passed in a measure out of public 
view. He is. like others of strong character 
and powerful individuality, possessed of cer- 
tain idiosyncrasies.

The title which he 
has until now borne has been due to his pds- 
session of the Grand. Cross of,the Order of 
theSStar of India, accorded to him for his 
services as secretary of state for India by 
the late Queen Victoria, who entertained a 
particularly high opinion of his sincerity end 
of his sound English common sense. He 
makes his principal home at Woodthorne, 
near Wolverhanipton, the town which he has 
represented for three decades in parliament, 
and where he first made his début in public 
life as a municipal dignitary, and where he 
laid the foundations of his extremely lucra- 
tive law practice, which was afterwards cx- 
tended to the metropolis.

The other addition to the house of lords in 
connection with the -recent ministerial 
changes in England is John Morley, who is 
so well known in this country that anything 
which 1 might write about him would be 
superfluous. It is worthy of note, however, 
that neither of these two new recruits to the 
house of lords has a son to inherit his peer- 
age, which will consequently become extinct 
on his death. 

With. regard to the office of dhancatife of 
the duchy of Lancaster, held by Sir Henry 
Fowler, it is more or of a ginecure, al- 
though it carries with Na salary of $10,000 
a year. It is usually held by one of the 
older statesmen who has no longer the 
strength or inclination to undertake the 
srduous duties of a secretary of state but 
whose support and whose advice at the coun- 
cil board of the administration it is! con- 
sidered necessary to ‘retain. Or else, if the 
chancellorship of the duchy is confided to 
some man in the prime of life, it is usually. 
for the purpose of enabling him to devote all 
his time and energy to the enactment by 
parliament of some particular measure. 

The chancellor of the duchy takes prece- 
dence immediately after the chancellor of the 
exchequer and before the lord chief justice 
of England. Formerly it was wholly in the 
gift of the sovereign, to whom the duchy of 
Lancaster belongs, independently of parlia- 
ment, and in several instances it was granted 
by the monarch for life, a notable instance 
thereof being the great Lord Ashburton. 
But for the last half century or more it has 
always been treated as a purely cabinet office 
and the chancellor as part and parcel of the 
administration.

It may be as well to explain that the royal 
duchy of Lancaster is in no sense limited to 
the county of Lancaster; but comprises much 
land also in the counties of Leicester, Lin- 
coln, Derby, York, as well as in twenty other 
counties in Englafd and Wales. In fact, the 
duchy of Lancaster has little to do with the 
Shire of Lancaster. There Was a house of 
Lancaster long before the constitution of the 
present duchy, and when it secured posses- 
sion of the crown of England on the deposi- 
tion of Richard II., and its chief proclaimed 
himself sovereign as Henry IV., he realized 
that the retention of the throne by his 
dynasty might be as short lived as that of 
some other usurpers, 

Accordingly he set to work to accumulate 
immediately as much landed property as 
possible, converting it into a great family 
entailed éstate, so that if he lost the crown 
he might at any rate remain one of the great- 
est territorial es of the realm.

Pennsylvania’s Sale Shows Fur- 
ther Good Effects.

HELPS INVESTMENT CAUSE. 


Other Railway Lines Expect Action to 
Prove Beneficial. 


[FROM THE NEW YORK TIMES. FINANCIAL 
LEADER.} 

New York, April 26.—{Special.}~Financial 
sentiment was dominated almost exclusive- 
Iy last week by the Pennsylvania railroad 
issue and the circumstances attending this 
offering. After a day of dull markets and 
little news on Monday there followed on 
Tuesday the announcement that the Penn- 
sylvania had sold to a group of bankers rep- 
resenting. New Tork, London, and Paris 
houses $40,000,000 of 4 per cent forty year 
bonds, which form a first lien on the Penn- 
syivania between New York and Pitts- 
burg. 

This news attracted immediate attention 
for a number of reasons. In the first place 
it was the biggest straight bond offering 
to de made in many months. Again, the 
rate of interest was low in comparison with 
the charges which up to the moment rall- 
roads have been paying for such aceommo- 
dation as they could get. The transaction 
was also a striking one owing to the char+ 
acter of the banking houses involved, these 
comprising the foremost names of this coun- 
try and Europe, And finally it was 
ent to every one that the taking of at least 
half of the jissie by Europe could not be 
without some influence on the gold move- 
ment which was just getting well under 
way. The putting out of the bonds at this 
time, however, is the most significant fact 
about the Issue. 


Railway Difficulties 

Any one who has paid even the slightest 
attention t o financial matters for two years 
or more must have been impressed by the 
difficulties railroads have met with in their 
attempts to secure money and by the shifts, 
including the strange variety of bond and 
note offerings to which they have been put. 
The tremendous demand for money from 
every part of the busipess world has been 
in part responsible for the troubles of the 
roads in this respect, but an equally impor- 
tant factor for the last year has been the 
unwillingness of investors. or bankers, for 
that matter, to buy rallroad securities when 
national, state, and municipal authorities ap- 
peared determined to harass such properties 
to the last degree. Theresult was a blockade 
of railroad credit, and under this even the 
Pennsylvania, great system that it is, suf- 
fered. Nothing, therefore, could indicate 
more plainly the passing of this biockade 
than the present Pennsylvania. offering. 

While so striking a success as that attend- 
ing the -Pennsylvania’s issue is liable to cause 
excessive optimism in its applications to the 
prospects of other rallroade desiring money. 
it is not too much to expect that good roads 


with good securities to offer will from this 


time on meet with increasing success in their 
appeals to the Investment market. 


Changes Feature in Berlin.

It must be considered unfortunate, how- 
ever, that Wall street speculation and rail- 
road financing are so intimately connected. 
Dividends are not raised for the benefit of 
stockholders who contributed the money for 
the road’s necessities or its building up, but 
for the speculative purchasers of the shares 
in order that the latter may make a profit for 
| which they have done nothing except in a 
meeting of the board of directors to vote the 
inerease. 

Strength in Local Bonds. 


The Chicago stock exchange experienced 
last week unusual activity and strength in 
the bond list. The purchases, too, were gen- 
eral. The exchange and the securities dealt 
in are becoming better advertised and there 
is an unmistakablé awakening in the finan- 
cial. community to the belief that the ex- 
change otight to be made a more important 
and useful factor than it has been in the 

t. There are two elements which can 

ng this about. One is. the members of 
the exchange themselves, and the other is the 
banks. Codéperation on the part of these two 
forces and good words for Chicago securi- 
ties will mean more buying, better prices 
and better loaning power. The Chicago 
banks always have received. a higher rate 
of interest on their Chicago loans than they 
have received in New York except on the 
oecasion of the usual fall money flurries. 


Bank Stocks and Money. 


While New York bank stocks have scored 
some large advances, Chicago bank shares 
hold steady. Recent occurrences here among 
the banks have evidently had a more d-- 
pressing effect than in Néw York. Orit may 
be that, as usual, New York is leading in 
discounting the future. The panic beginning 
last. October had a wholesome effect in one 
dense lin that it stopped propagation of small 
outlying banks with ineufficient capital and 
inadequate banking talent. 

The demand for money is not large and 
rates are working easier. The houses fur- 
nishing the best grade of commercial paper 
find no difficulty in disposing of it, but since 
the spirit of curtailment is now abroad the 
good concerns are no longer trying to es- 
pand, Dut are profiting by the lesson of last 
autumin.
